This in a nutshel! is the so-called bargain of the city 
with the United Railways for the payment of the mill 
|tax. The city gets nothing but a promise of its rightful 
due, so declared by the highest Court after years of 
litigation. The company is relieved of a cloud on its 
franchise by the dismissal! of the city’s suit in the case 
of the expiration of the Jefferson avenue line franchise. 
The promise to pay in 10 years the debt the company 
owes the city now is contingent upon the ability of the 
bankrupt, water-logged company to pay; its ability to 
pay depends upon its getting higher fares from the 
public. 

The public gets the hole of the doughnut, and worse 
—it pays for the doughnut it doesn't get. 

The city had only to go into court and get judgment 
for $2,500,000 mill tax past due. The mill tax is de- 
clared valid. The company must accept judgment for 
past accumulated obligations and continue to pay the 
tax. But the company has no funds. Its credit is nil. 
It cannot borrow. The judgment would throw it into 
bankruptcy and the hands of receivers. A reorganiza- 
tion would probably squeeze the water out of its excess 
capitalization—an unthinkable result to the bondhold- 
ers.

Drain the liquor from a quart of 
oysters, add one cupful of finely 
chopped celery, one tablespoonful of 
oleo and a half tablespoonful of salt. 
Cook slowly for ten minutes, then 
one cupful eof crushed cracker 
crum be. 

Stir until the edges of the oysters 
are curled, blend in one large cupful 
of the top of the bottle, add extra 
salt and paprika, one tablespoonful 
of Worcestershire sauce and a few 
drops of lemon juice. 


Creole Oysters. 

Heat two tablespoonfuls pork 
dripping, add one of green pepper. 
finely chopped, with two slices of 
white onion and cook until delicately 
Blend In one tablespoonful 
browned flour and add slowly one 
cupful stewed tomatoes. As soon as 
the sauce bolls add one pint of 
drained oysters, and when the shell- 
fish are well plumped and curled sea- 
son with half a teaspoonful of salt. 


Poached Oysers in the Shells. 

Drain a pint of large oysters and 
butter the desired number of baking 
shells. Arrange four or five oysters 
in each and sprinkle lightly with salt 


_and paprika. Adda couple of table- 


spoonfuls of the oyster liquor, a bit 
of butter and lemon juice and dust 
over the top with buttered bread 
crumbs. Bake in a moderately hot 
oven for 15 minutes. Oysters may be 
cooked in this way in the oyster 
shells, in which event extra liquor 
should not be added. 


Savory 

This is an excellent way to make a 
small quantity of oysters go a long 
way. Either pan or lightly broil the 
oysters. Prepare a rich dressing from 
grated bread crumbs and add to each 
pint of the crumbs two tablespoon- 
fuls of chopped parsley, salt to taste, 
one teaspoonful poultry seasoning, 
two tablespoonfuls oleo and enough 
oyster liquor so that the mixture can 
be molded. Make into small flat 
cakes, folding two of the cooked oys- 
ters into the center of each one and 
saute the cakes in hot bacon fat. 
These are delicious to serve with cold 
fowl or turkey. 

If your cupboard is damp, keep 
n bowl of quicklime on the shelf. 
This will keep the air dry, but ft 
must be renewed once in awhile, as 
it deteriorates in power.

HAT ancient and seemingly useless appendix to the soccer rules, the | 
clause prohibiting substitutions, will probably be amputated locally at} 


the next meeting of the St. 


Louis Soccer Association. 


The clause which | 


compels a team to play through one and one-half hours of association foot- 


‘ball using the same eleven men it starts with (no substitutions being per- | 


mitted in case of injury or sickness) seemingly has no place in a modern | 


code. 

With characteristic doggedness the 
British originators of the rules con- 
tinue to let them stand, decade after 


decade, when the original purpose of 
the legislation long since has been 
forgotten. At present (as was the 
case yesterday here with the Screw 
Co. team) it works an undeserved 
injustice against an eleven, occasion- 
ally. 

Not only does it hurt the aggrieved 
team, but it dissatisfies spectataors, 
who pay to see ELEVEN men com- 
pete against eleven others. Had the 
Screw company aggregation been 
permitted to substitute players on 
two occasions yesterday, it might 
, have been able to oppose 11 men, in- 
‘stead of nine, to the Innisfail attack, 
and possibly might not have _ lost, 
3—0, or at all. The spectators were 
thus virtually cheated by the rules.

O matter what the cause, substi- 


tutions ought to be permitted 
when players are taken out of soc- 
eer or any other game. Not only 
have the spectators the right to a 
run for their money, but the other

The league proposes to permit 
substitutions for accident or sickness, 
but not for disqualifications.
